CLEVELAXD TO CONGRESS.

Since my recent communication to the con- 
gress, calling attention to our financial 
condition and suggesting legislation which 
1 deemed essentia] to our national welfare 
and credit the anxiety and apprehension 
then existing in business circles have con- 
tinued, As a precaution, therefore, against 
the failure of timely legislative aid, through 
congressional action, cautious preparations 
have been pending to employ to the best 
possible advantage, in default of better 
means, such executive authority as may, 
without additional legislation be exercised 
for the purpose of reinforcing and main- 
taining in our treasury an adequate and 
safe goki reserve. In the judgment of those 
especially charged with this responsibility, 
the business situation is so critical and the 
legislative situation is so unpromisiug, 
with the omision thus far on the part of 
the congress to beneficially enlarge the pow- 
ers of the secretary of the treasury in the 
premises, as to enjoin immediate executive 
action of the facilities now at hand, 
The Deal Made. 

“Therefore, in pursuance of section 37 
of the Revised Statutes, the details of an 
arrangement have this day been concluded 
with parties abundantly able fulfill their 
undertaking, whereby bonds of the United 
States, authorized under the act of July 
14, 1875, payable in coin, thirty years after 
their date with interest at the rate of 4 
per cent per annum to the amount of little 
less than $62,400,000, are to be issued for the 
purchase of gold coin amounting to a sum 
slightly in excess of $65,000,000, to be deliver- 
ed to the treasury of the United States, 
which sum, added to the gold now in our 
reserve, will so restore such reserve as to 
make it amount to something more than 
$100,000,000. Such premium is toa be allowed 
to the government upon the bonds as to fix 
the rate of interest upon the amount of 
gold realized at the rate of 3% per cent per 
annum. At least one-half of the gold to be 
obtained is to be supplied from abroad, 
which is a very important and favorable 
feature of the transaction. The privilege is 
especially reserved to the government to 
substitute at par within ten days from this 
date, in lieu of the 4 per cent coin bonds, 
other bonds in terms payable in gold and 
bearing only 3 per cent of the issue of the 
same should, in the meantime, be author- 
ized by congress. 

Coin or Gold. 

“The_arrangements thus completed which, 
after careful inquiry appears in present cir- 
cumstances, and considering all the objects 
desired, to be the best attainable, develops 
such a difference in the estimation of inves- 
tors between bonds made and payable in 
coin and those specifically made payable in 
gold in favor of the latter as is represented 
by three-fourths of a cent in annual inter- 
est. In the agreement just concluded the 
annual saving to the government of 3 per 
cent gold bonds should be substituted for 4 
per cent coin bonds under the privilege re- 
served, would be $539,159, amounting in thir- 
ty years, or at maturity of the coin bonds, 
to $16,174,770. 

“Of course, there never should be a doubt 
in any quarter as to redemption in gold of 
the bonds of the government which are 
made payable in coin. Therefore the dis- 
crimination in the judgment of investors 
between our bond obligations payable in 
coin and those especially made payable in 
gold, is very significant. It is hardly neces- 
sary to suggest that whatever may be our 
views on the subject the sentiments or 
preferences of those with whom we must 
negotiate-in disposing of our bonds fer gold, 
are not subject to our dictation. 

Results Could Not Well Be Worse. 

“I have only to add that in my opinion, 
the transaction here intimated for the in- 
formation of congress promises better re- 
sults than the efforts previously made in 
the direction of effectively adding to our 
gold reserve through the sale of bonds; and 
1 believe it will tend as far as such action 
can in present circumstances, to meet the 
determination expressed in the law repeal- 
ing the silver purchase clause of the act of 
July 14, 1890, and that in the language of 
such repealing act the arrangement made 
will aid our efforts to secure a maintenance 
of the parity in value of the coins of the 
two metals and the equal power of every 
dollar at all times in the markets and in 
the payment of debts.

AGAIN THE SOUTHERN WINS. 


It Gets the Alien Stockholders’ Bill 
Through the Legisliatare. 

Montgomery, Ala., February 8.—(Special.) 
The bill seeking to require the stockholders 
of foreign corporations owning stock in 
Alabama railroads to hold their meetings 
in this state passed the house today with 
the two senate amendments. It now only 
awaits the governor’s signature to become 
a law. No measure that has been before 
the Alabama legislature for years has at- 
tracted as much widespread interest as has 
this bill. The effect of it will be to legislate 
the Alabama Great Southern railroad, run- 
ning from Chattanooga, Tenn., to Meridian, 
Miss., from, the control of the Cincinnati, 
Hamilton and Dayton and into the hands 
of the Southern system. 


Some great lobbying has been done. The 
bill passed the senate before the Cincin- 
nati, Hamilton and Dayton people caught 
on. They went diligently to work, but a 
twin bill passed the house, the populists and 
more than half of the democrats voting for 
it. When the house bill went to the sen- 
ate that body, although it had passed an 
identical bill a few days before, put on 
a significant amendment The bill then 
went to the house for concurrence in the 
amendment and by a masterly effort on the 
part of the opposition and a combination 
with the populists, the bill and amendments 
were tabled last Saturday. Since then both 
sides have been hard até work. Both rail- 
road systems have had a horde of lobbyists 
here. It was Known that the populists 
would vote almost®as a unit and their vote 
would decide. Their leaders have all been 
here and the most active wire working has 
been going on all along the line. Commit- 
tees froém the commercial organizations of 
Cincinnati, Louisville, Birmingham, Chat- 
tanooga and other cities have been here 
looking after the measure. 

Today Mr. Davis, of Marion, called up 
the bill and moved that the senate amena- 
ments be concurred in. After some wrang- 
ling a vote was taken which resulted—ayes, 
47; nays, 37. A motion to reconsider the 
vote was laid on the table and the bill was 
entirely beyond the reach of both houses. 
The fight will now be renewed before the 
governor. 

An attempt. was made 
to reconsider the vote 
was passed prohibiting the sale. of liquor 
everywhere in the state excepting in incor- 
porated towns, but the effort was fruitless. 
It is believed now that the measure will 
pass the senate. The senate passed the bill 
creating the thirteenth judicial circuit, com- 
posed of the counties of Mobile, Washing- 
ton and Baldwin,,this afternoon and Gov- 
ernor Oates will probably srgn it tomorrow.

NO POPULAR LOAN ABOUT THIS 


Foreign Bankers Furnish the Gold 
and Take Our 4 Per Cents. 


A CONTRACE SIGNED AND SEALED 


J. Lynde Stetson, Cleveland’s Old Law 
Partner, Is Counsel for tha Syndi- 
cate W hich Getethe W hole Issue. 


Washington, February 8.—Unless congress 
in ten days passes a law authorizing the 
issue of gold bonds bearing 3 per cent in- 
terent, running thirty years, or otherwise 
relieves the treasury in the replenishment 
of the gold reserve, Secretary Carlisle will, 
by direction of the president, sell 4 per cent 
bonds to the amount of $62,400,000 for gold. 
Arrangements whereby this can done 
and $65,000,000 in gold be receiv for the 
bonds have been perfected, and the contin- 
gent contract was signed today. This offi- 
cial memorandum of the transaction was 
made public at the treasury today. It is 
as follows: 

“The contract was made with August Bel- 
mont & Co., of New York, on behalf of 
Messrs. N. M. Rothschild & Sons, of Lon- 
don, and J. -P. Morgan & Co., of New 
York, on behalf of J. S. Morgan & Co., of 
London, and themselves, and provides for 
the delivery to the United States of 3,500,000 
ounces of standard gold coin of the United 
States to be paid for in United States 4 
per cent bonds. 

“A large number of other banks and finan- 
cial institutions are interested in the trans- 
action, but their names are not mentioned 
in the contract itself. The department docs 
not Know in what proportion the various 
parties are to furnish the gold coin or fre- 
ceive the bonds, as this is a matter for 
arrangement between themselves. 

**By the terms of the contract the parties 
are to bear all the expenses of bringing 
gold from abroad and they are, so far as it 
lies in their power, to exert their financial 
influence and make all legitimate efforts 
to protect the treasury against withdrawals 
of gold pending the complete performance 
of the contract. No bonds are to be deliver- 
ed except in payment for gold actually ce 
livered. In view of the possible failure of 
legislation in congress, negotiations buve 
been pending for some time here and abroad 
and the terms of this contract are the best 
that could be procured with a coin bond. 

“The contract was drawn up during the 
day by Attorney General Olney and Secre- 
tary Carlisle, and submitted to J. Lynde 
Stetson, counsel for the bankers, formerly 
Mr. Cleveland’s law partner; Mr. J. Pierre 
pont Morgan, the New York financier, ar- 
rived here early this morning and had a 
conference with Secretary Carlisle at the 
treasury at 10 o'clock when all unfinished 
details were perfected. Mr. Belmont, it is 
understood, started for Washington this 
morning but was snow bound en route. 

*“‘Messrs. Carlisle and Olney remained at 
the treasury department until nearly 1 
o’clock drawing up the contract and when 
it was finished they joined the cabinet 
which had assembled at ll o'clock. The 
contract met the approval of the president 
and his advisers and the memorandum sub- 
sequently made public, contains the essen- 
tial details of the contract.” 

“No further gold withdrawals were re- 
ported to the treasury at the close of busi- 
ness today. The gold reserve remains at 
$41,000,000 in round numbers. 

Representative Wilson, of West Virginia, 
the chairman of the ways and means com- 
mittee to whom the president’s bond mes- 
sage was referred, will call the committee 
together at 10 o’clock tomorrow morning. 


TWO MESSAGES SENT IN, 


One on Bonds—The Other a Protest 
Against Executions in Hawali. 
Washington, Febuary 8.—The house to- 
day entered upon the consideration of the 
legislative, executive and judicial appro- 
priation bill for the year énding June 30, 
1896, but made little progress. An amend- 
ment to the paragraph providing for the 
payment of clerks to members, offered by 
Mr. Bartlett, of New York, and to ‘make 
them annual instead of session employes, 
led to an animated debate upon the econ- 
omy and wisdom of giving members the 

assistance of clerks. 

Considerable bitterness was displayed, 
and various propositions were made to 
amend or to substitute Mr. Bartlett's mo- 
tion. These were all rejected, but upon the 
adopion of Mr. Bartlett’s proposition ‘a 
quorum did not vote. All efforts to secure 
a quorum proved futile, and finally they 
were abandoned and the further considera- 
tion of the bill postponed. 

The messages from the president an- 
nounced the sale of bonds and the protest 
of this government against the execution 
of the court martial sentences upon citi- 
zens of the United States who engaged in 
the recent revolt in Hawaii, were re- 
ceived and referred, the former to the 
committee on ways and means, the latter 
to the committee on foreign relations. 

Mr. Boutelle, of Maine, endeavored to 
secure a reference of the Hawaiian corre- 
spondence to the committee of the whole 
on the state of the union, but the speaker 
held that a motion to that effect would 
not be in order. 

A senate bill was passed appropriating 
$10,000 for the relief of the poor of the Dis- 
trict of Columbia; also fourteen private 
pension bills. 

The usual Frifay night session for the 
con ideration of private pension bills was 
omitted by unanimous consent. 

Morgan on the Hawaiian Message. 

Tw very important communications from 
the president were presented to the senate 
today and were referred to their appropri- 
ate committees. The first notified congress 
‘that as a precaution against its failure to 
give legislative aid to the treasury, ar- 
rangements had been made for a 4 per cent 
“eoin’” bond, to run thirty years, at a pre- 
mium which would make the actual inter- 
est 3% per cent, but coupled with the con- 
dition that if a 3 per cent “gold’’ bond 
were authorized by congress within ten 
days, they would be substituted for the 4 
per cent bonds, thus saving $539,169 in act- 
ual interest and saving $16,174,770 in inter- 
est for the full term of thirty years. With- 
out any comment, but with an apparent 
sense of the importance of the president’s 
representations, the message was referred 
to the committee on finance. 

The other message of the president at- 
tracted equal attention and gave rise to 
considerable discussion, after which it was 
referred to the committee on foreign rela- 
tions. It had reference to the death sen- 
tence imposed on the persons convicted 
of engaging in a revolutionary movement 
in Hawaii. The, general tone of the de- 
bate indicated the depth of feeling which 
existed against such a sanguinary meas- 
ure, the only expression to the contrary 
coming from Mr. Morgan, of Alabama, 
qho said that he had no advice to tha wa. 


waiian government, but that if it yielded 
to the remonstrances of any other govern- 
ment in such a matter, it might as well 
turn over its power again to Queen Liliuo- 
kalani. 

The diplomatic appropriation bill, with 
the amendment as to the telegraph cable 
to Hawaii, went over without action and 
is to be voted on at 2 o’clock p, m. to- 
morrow. 

At 5:45 o’clock p. m the senate adjourned. 


BAD EFFECT ON TRADE. 


Cold Weather Restricts Order—Re- 
views of the Week’s Business. 

New York, February 8.—Bradstreet’s to- 
morrow will say:' 

“Extremely low temperature, snow and 
high winds have visited the greater portion 
of the country this week and exercised a 
marked influence by restricting orders re- 
ceived by jobbers in all staple lines. But 
they have tended to stimulate purchass of 
sasonable goods. ; 

“General trade at larger eastern centers- 
remain unchanged. Philadelphia reports 
continued free sales of dry goods. At Bal- 
timore bills sent south and southwest have 
b’en paid more promptly than expected. 

“Among southern cities Chattanooga re- 
ports that the volume of trade there for 
January, in spite of the range of prices, is 
equal to that for 1894. In contrast is a de- 
crease in all lines at Augusta, with com- 
mercial collections unsatisfactory. Bus!- 
néss has fallen off at Atlanta, but at Sa- 
vannah the situation is unchanged, with 
jobbers cautious as to opening accounts. 
A fair volume of business is doing at New 
Orleans, but collections are poor, because 
of non-payment of sugar bounties. No 
important changes are reported from Mem- 
phis, Richmond, Charleston or Galveston. 

“The damage by the Florida freeze was 
exaggerated. A large portion of the orange 
crop had already been marketed. The late 
crop and that held for higger prices was 
caught end destroyed. Some young trees 
were hurt, but old groves were practically 
uninjured. Heavy losses fell on large grow- 
ers. A good but small crop is expected this 
year. Results of Florida naval stores and 
phosphate industries, truck and berry farm. 
ing are said to have been fairly satisfac- 
tory.” 


IN THE NORTHWEST. 


Weather Moderating but It Is Severe- 
ly Cold. 

Chicago, February 8.—There ws a gen- 
eral improvement in the weather condi- 
tions throughout the northwestern states 
today, Chicago this morning being colder 
than the other suffering cities nearer the 
north pole. At 6 o’clock the official tem- 
perature was 16 degrees below zero, the 
coldest here for several years. The ther- 
mometer, however, had a steady upward 
tendency during the day, and tonight the 
record is 3 below, with indications of a 
continuance at that figure for several days. 
The rise in temperature improved the rail- 
road and mail situation at nearly all 
points north and west of Chicago. The 
storm passed to the east and trains from 
that direction are now the victims. Some 
of them are nearly half a day late. Fif- 
teen day trains from the east did not ar- 
rive until all hours tonight. 

Reports from fWigconsin, Iowa, New 
Mexico, Nebraska and Colorado points 
show a pleasant improvement in the weath- 
er, the high wind, snow and zero weather 
having ceased to afflict the people, 


STORM SWEPT. 


A Nova Seotia Station Wiped from 
the Earth. ; 

Halifax, N. 8S. February 8.—The following, 
received by mail at Englishtown, C. B., 
from the station agent at South Engonish, 
Cc. B.: ‘*‘Telegraph wires all down; wires 
buried in rocks from ferry to bankers, half 
a mile distant; poles broken and have dis- 
appeared; twenty-two houses and shops 
washed off the beach; nothing saved. At 
Midland all fish stores were swept away. 
At New Haven fish stores and dry goods 
stores are all gone. The above is the result 
of Tuesday’s storm.’”’ 


LOST ON THE LAKE. 


Search for Three Men Proves Unsuc- 
cessfal. ° 

Milwaukee, Wis., February 8.—Three men, 
employes of Inlake tunnel, were lost on 
Lake Michigan last night. The fireboat Fo- 
ley, which cruised about in search of un- 
fortunates. several hours, returned without 
having seen any trace of them, and there 
is scant hope that any of the men managed 
to reach a point of safety. The names of 
the men are Gus Stayner, Chicago; Tom 
Anderson, Milwaukee; John Brown, Port 
Huron, Mich. Although the fire boat cruis- 
ed about for a distance of twelve miles not 
a trace of the men was discovered, and 
there is not one chance in a thous@nd that 
they are living.

Mother and Child Fatally Barned. 

New Orleans, La., February 8.—Mrs. Ja- 
cobs and her six-year-old child, Stella, were 
fatally burned this morning at their home 
on St. Thomas street. The child’s dress 
was ignited by a grate fire, and the mother, 
in endeavoring to quench the flames, was 
also badly burned. 

The charred remains of Charles Sey- 
mour, an aged stableman, were found this 
morning in the ruins of a fire that occur- 
red yesterday. He was not missed until 
the body was found. 


Boiled Alive. 

Omaha, Neb., February 8.—Charles For- 
man was boiled alive by the explosion of a 
steam heater in his father’s residence this 
morning. The water pipe froze and the 
heater exploded. 


LOST HER SUIT. 


Mrs. Hurst Jumped from a Window 
and Sued for Damages. 
Chattanooga, Tenn., February 8.—(Special.) 
The jury in the suit for damages of Mrs. 
Rowena Hursh against D. B. Loveman 
returned a verdict this morning in favor of 
Mr. Loveman. Mrs. Hurst was employed 
by Mr. Loveman in one of the departments 
of his store and was injured in the fire 
that consumed the building on December 
%th, three years ago, by leaping from a 
window on the fhird floor of the building to 
a ladder erected for the purpose of her 
escape. Mrs. Hurst has since been an inva- 
lid and sued Mr. Loveman for $10,000 dama- 
ges which was refused as stated. The court 
held that the tenant of any buildding is 
not responsible for what his employes may 

do in the case of fire ar other panics. 


Railways in Court. 

Knoxville, Tenn., February 8.—(Special.)— 
In the case of the Union Trust company of 
Philadelphia against the Knoxville Electric 
Street Railway Company, et al., the com- 
plainant won the suit, its mortgage of $35v.- 
000, holding good against the property of the 
defendant except as to one of the lines of 
the company. A decree was made which 
was not included in the first company’s 
mortgage. The Thomson-Houston Com- 
pany’s claim was not sustained. The sale 
will occur within sixty days. 

Judge Clark, of the United States court, 
rendered a decision In the case of the Cen- 
tral Trust Company of New York against 
the East Tennessee, Virginia and Georgia 
railway. Judge Turton ordered the southern 
Railway Company to pay into the hands of

London, February 8.—A Shanghai dis- 
patch to the Central News Company says: 
“The Shanghai Mercury publishes a special 
dispatch, which says that on the night of 
February 4th Japanese cleared the torpe- 
does at the entrance to Wei-Hai-Wei har- 
bor and their torpedo boats made a dash 
for the Chinese warship Ting-Yuen, which 
they succeeded in sinking. The next night 
the torpedo boats made another rush and 
sunk the Wei-Yuen, Yi-Yuen and Rao-Hua. 
There was great excitement in Chee-Foo 
upon learning that the forts on the island 
of Lin-Kung-Tao had been taken, Chee-F0o 
is in no danger as yet, but the place has 
been given a reminder of what may happen, 
When the Japanese fleet passed the city 
they fired a few shots at the forts, appa- 
reitly with the object of showing what 
they could do. 

“The Japanese forces advancing towards 
Cree-Foo. Part of the Chinese fleet sailed 
from Wei-Hai-Wei has arrived at Chee-F oo. 
Telegrams from thet place say Admiral 
Ting, through whd@ efforts the ships were 
saved, has arrived there.” 

A dispatch to Donds from Shanghai con- 
firms the report that the Japanese have 
taken Liu-Kung-Tao and sunk the Chinese 
warships Chen-Yuen ard Ting-Yuen. 

Firing on the Forts. 

A dispatch from Chee-Foo says the ship 
Ninghai commenced at noon on February 
Tth to bombard the western forts at Chee- 
Feo. Foreigners there were armed and 
the town gates were closed and barricaded. 
The attack is regarded as a feint to cover 
the landing of additional Japanese troops, 
which landed last evening ten miles east 
of Chee-Fco and are now attacking the 
eastern forts. 

Torpedo Boats Sunk. 

A dispatch to TheGlobe from Chee-F 00 says 
several Japanese warships passed that place 
February 7th, pursuing two torpedo boats 
on beard of which it is belived Admirals 
Ting and McLure are escaping from Wei- 
Hai-Wei. It is reported that the torpedo 
bouts were overtaken and sunk.

SHIPS OVERDUE. 


La Gascogne Out Five Days and the 
Teatonic Two. 

New York, February 8—This morning the 
French line steamer LaGascogne, from 
Havre, is five days overdue, and the White 
Star line Teutonic, from Liverpool and 
Queenstown, is two days overdue. 

No vessel has been reported by the Sandy 
Hook observer since last evening, when the 
Old Dominion, from Richmond, passed in. 
Had the missing steamers approached the 
coast during the night they would undoubt- 
edly” have anchored outside of sight and 
hearing, as is the custom in heavy snow- 
storms or foggy weather. At Sandy Hook 
the observer reports wind blowing off shore 
at the rate of fifty-eight miles per hour, 
an@ that the air is filled with snow, which 
makes it impossible to see any distance. 

The life-saving stations report the coast 
clear from Sandy Hook to Long Branch. 
Telegraphic communication with the Fire 
island observatory is still interrupted, the 
only means of getting reports from that 
point being through the life-saving station s 
telephone, and these will be considerably 
delayed on account of the numerous relays 
necessary. Weather conditions at @ire 
island are the same as those of Sandy 
Hook, and it is doubtful if the observer 
will be able to sight anything unless it 
should be dangerously near the shore. In 
this howling blizzard it would be difficult 
for the observer at Fire island to hear the 
whistles of a passing steamer. 

No News of the Overdue Vessels.

The Senate Recommends the Populist 
Financial Plank to Congress. 
Raleigh, N. C., February 8.—(Special.)—In 
the legislature today a memorial was pre- 
sented from the western North Carolina 
Methodist conference asking that matters 
be so arranged with regard to higher ed- 
ucation by the state as to obviate the con- 
flict of work and interests of sectarian in- 

stitutions. 

The most important new pills were to re- 
lieve foreign corporations from taxation on 
industrial plants, to provide special treat- 
ment for the blind, with a view to restora- 
tion of sight, and for the treatment of the 
eyes of young children; also to take away 
from the governor the selection of state li- 
brarian and transfer it to the legislature. 

The senate discussed at considerable 
length a resolution calling on North Caro- 
lina’s senators and representatives in con- 
gress to vote for the free and unlimited 
coinage of silver at the ratio of 16 to 1. 
Senator Mewborne, president of th State 
Farmers’ Alliance, offered as a_ substi- 
tute for this the finaricial plank of the popu- 
list party, demanding an increase of the 
circulating medium to $530 per capita, ex- 
clusive of the legal reserve. After more 
debate the substitute was adopted, 26 to 15, 
and as thus amended the resolution was 
adopted. 

Mrs. Lilly Devereux Blake, who is a na- 
tive of this city, this afternoon addressed 
the legislature in favor of woman’s suf- 
frage. 


FIRE AT ASHEVILLE. 


Buildings Burned—Panic 
Among Hotel Guests. 

Asheville, N. C., February 8:—About mid- 
night fire broke out in the Alexander build- 
ing, on Court square. Fhe mercury was 4 
degrees below zero and the water supply 
was low. About twenty guests of the West- 
ern hotel, in the adjoining block, got out at 
the first alarm, saving nothing, and scur- 
ried to other hotels half-dressed. A firce, icy 
wind was blowing, t by desperate fighting 
the volunteer firemen and citizens kept the 
flames within the three buildings, though 
the business section of the town was 
threatened at one time, when the water 
was lowest. The two upper stories of the 
Johnston building, containing the Western 
hotel, were gutted, and John Rich, hard- 
ware, on the first floor, was badly dam- 
aged by fire and water. The adjoining 
block, belonging to Kelly F. Alexander, 
was gutted, nothing being left but the walls. 
The Western Carolina bank building, on the 
north, also owned by Alexander, was flood- 
ed with water and the upper story of office 
rooms was burned entirely out. The fire 
gained foothold in the rear of the building 
facing on Patton avenue, but did rot 
@read. Firemen fought the flames three 
hours before the fire yielded; the mercury 
all the time failing. Many citizens aided 
the firemen and many frost bitten ears and 
hands was the result. 

A Courthouse Burned. 

Clarksville, Tenn., February 8.—During 
a trial in the circuit courtroom at the court- 
house this morning the roof of the structure 
fell, causing a panic among the crowd in 
attendance at the trial. The building in- 
stantly caught fire and in the rush for 
safety, William Joslyn’s leg was broken and 
a number of other persons sustained serious 
injuries. Judge (Wilson jumped from a 
window to the ground, a distance of thirty 
feet, and was slightly hurt. Owing to the 
intense cold weather the firemen had hard

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WORST EVER KNOWN 


New York Swept by a Blizzard Worss 
Than That of 1888. 


BUSINESS ALMOST AT A STANDSTILL 


Surface and “L” Cars Have a Hard 
Time Getting Along. 


THE WHOLE COUNTRY FROZEN HARD 


Palm Beach, Fia., the Only Point Where 
the Mercury Was Above Freezing 
Point—Icein Galveston Bay. 


New York, February 8.—The great snow 
storm that raged in this vicinity today was 


worse than that memorable blizzard of 
March 12-15, 1888, in three ways—in wind, 
temperature and area affected. Only in 
snowfall was the storm of 1888 greater than 
today’s. The wind today averaged sixty 
miles an hour against fifty in the blizzard 
of 1888; the temperature today hovered 
about zero, while in 1888 it was 5 above; 
five and a half inches of snow fell today, 
against two feet then. 

In the area of the storm, however, is the 
greatest difference noted. The blizzard to- 
day swept almost the entire country, in- 
stead of the mere radius of 400 miles 
around New York then covered. 

The storm swept down on the city early 
last night and by this morning was in full 
possession, It did not settle down softly 
and quietly in nice, big flakes. On the 
contrary, it was driven along with blind- 
ing force by a furious northwest gale of 
bitter coldness, in minute particles that 
seemed to ba covered with sharp points, 
like the end of a needle, and stung the 
faces of belated pedestrians as they. toiled 
along through the drifts. It was so dry 
and light that it was piled up in great 
heaps and ridges in every sheltered point, 
for wherever the gale had full play it 
Swept the streets and sidewalks clean. 

Under these conditions it was no wonder 
that this city was at sixes and sevens to- 
day. Snow was drifted high in the streets, 
traffic on surface and elevated lines was 
impeded, Aank and pipes were frozen, 
persons “re overcome by the cold and 


frost-bitté®A noses, ears and hands were’ 


plentiful. 

In Brooklyn but few street cars were 
running, @nd the elevated roads could not 
work as -‘ell as usual. Outlying wards 
and neightoring Long island towns were 
completely Cut off in many instances from 
communication with the outer “vorld. There 
were large fields of ice in the bay and sev- 
eral shins were caught in them, Other 
vessels were frozen fast at their docks. 

The Narrows were gorged with ice, and 
it was impossible for any craft, big or lit- 
tle, to navigate there without taking big 
risks. 

Masses of Drifting Ice. 

Traffic on the differeut ferries was sert- 
ously impeded, Both the North and Hast 
rivers were filled with huge masses of 
drifting ice, and the utmost care had to 
be exercised in taking the boats across. 

Late in the afternoon the Hamilton, 
South Wall street and Thirty-ninth street. 
ferries stopped running on account of the 
ice. The only serious accident thus far 
reported, and which was attended with 
probable loss of life, occurred late last 
night in the lower bay, where a fishing 
schooner, the Emma, capsized. . Four of 
her crew took to a boat and attempted to 
reach shore, but have not since been heard 
rrom. Three others remained in the rig- 


ging fovr or five hours and then reached 


shore, nearly frozen, in a small boat. 

All of the railroads entering this city 
were practically tied up. A few trains got 
through, but they were mostly local. The 
through train service on the New York 
Central was resumed with the departure 
of the North Shore Limited at 4:30 o’clock 
this afternoon, and every effort will be 
made to get the trains through to Chicago 
without delay. Local trains on the Hud- 
son River division are running regularly, 
and it is expected that tomorrow all 


as usual. 


through trains on this line will be running 


All Mails Late. 

All the mails due here today were de 
layed. Some are reported stalled along 
the routes. The mails from New England 
states due here at 6:42 o’clock this morning 
are ‘reported stalled in Connecticut. The 
western mails from Washington and Mary- 
land are also behind time. The trans-con- 
tinental mail due here at 8:35 a. m. from 
San Francisco is reported eight hours 
late. The mails from the north and Can- 
ada are scheduled as two hours late. 

The storm on Long Island was unusually 
severe. Travel is blocked nearly every- 
where. Much suffering is reported. Re- 
ports from Rockaway Beach, Coney Is- 
land, Sag Harbor, East Hampton, Green- 
port, Northport, Freeport and many other 
points say the storm is the worst known 
in many years. Fire island reports two 
schooners ashore near there—one at Point 
of Woods, the other at Lone Hill. The 
crew of the schooner ashore at the first 
named place were safely landed, but at 
last agvices the crew of the other schooner 
had not yet been saved. They are lashed 
to the rigging and must suffer intensely. 
Far Rockaway also reports a seriousr rail- 
road accident near that place. An engine 
on the Long Island railroad. was deraibd 
and overturned. The fireman was killed 
outright. The engineer was caught under 
the wreck and badly scalded and held fast 
until he died. The temperature at the spot 
was 6 degrees below. °

The Potomac Frozen from Shore te 
Shore. 

Washington, February 8—A day of in- 
tense cold and discomfort, heightened by 
a driving gale, has been followed by a 
night quite as frigid and windy. The Po- 
tomac, from the Maryland to the Virginia 
shores, is for a considerable distance 
down the river a strong and compact field 
of ice. 

Trains from all directions still fail to 
arrive on schedule time, and as a conse- 
quence all mails are delayed. The street 
railways are making their regular trips, 
but the conductors and drivers have, not- 
withstanding a generous bundling and pad- 
ding of garments, suffered as never before. 

The streets have been deserted by all ex- 
cept those who were absolutely forced to 
be in the open air, and the prospect for a 
temperature that will be more agreeable 
is yet some ho distant, A driving west- 
erly wind that “cuts like a razor’ piles 
higher tonight the drifts of last night's 
storm and drives promptly to cover all 
who are not obliged to submit to its chilly 
embrace. 

Altogether it has been an unprecedented 
winter day in Washington. The first train 
from the south since yesterday rolled into 
the Pennsylvania depot at 10:40 o'clock to-

A special from Alexandria says that 
Alexandria is completely cut off {rcm the 
rest of the world today except by tele- 
graph.

At Southern Points. 

For the second time in the history of 
Galveston the bay froze over. The first 
time was in January, 1886, and since then 
the thermometer never fell so low as it did 
today, when it stood 15 degrees above zero, 
which was 1 point lower than yesterday. 
Millions of fish were frozen and the jetties 
and reefs along the water’s edge are lined 
with them. Thousands of the fish were 
gathered up by the poor. The bay did not 

freeze as completely as in 1886. 

The thermometer at Montgomery reached 
6 degrees above zero at 6 o'clock a. m. 
This is the lowest since January, 1886, when 
the mercury recorded 5 degrees above. 
Today has been sunny, but the celd has 
continued and the thermometer now regis- 
ters 20 degrees. No report of injury to 
human beings or stock in this section, 
Business has been practically suspended. 

The mercury at Knoxville registered 7 
degrees below zero this morning, the low- 
est on record, with one exception, in 
twenty-five years. The mean temperature 
for the last twenty-four hours is 1 degfee 
above, marking the coldest day since the 
weather bureau was established there in 
1874. Several cases of frost bites are re- 
ported. 

The thermometer at Memphis this morn- 
fing reached 22-20 below zero. The river 
is full of heavy ice and navigation is 
stopped. All trains are on time. 

The unprecedented cold spell at Birming- 
ham, Ala., continued almost unabated dur- 
ing the past twenty-four hours. At midnight 
last night the thermometer registered LU; 


at la. m., 10; at 2 a m. 8, and at 3:30 5%, 
the lowest recorded. At § a. m. today it 
stood at 8 and continued to rise until 3 p. 
m., when it reached 22%, after which it 
began falling and at 9 p. m. registered 15%,. 
The sky is clear and the wind Nght tin 


the early hours, a light snow fell, but the 
wind scattered it. There are reports of fatal- 
ities today, but stock and the poor peoplé 
have bad a bitter experience. 

At Charleston, S. C., the thermometer 
reached 12 degrees this morning, the lowest 
on record for February. Everything in the 
way of vegetables is destroyed. 

Farmers around Savannah report that the 
English pea crop was the only large crop 
planted here and it was killed by the cold. 
Some potatoes were in the ground but being 
planted deep are rot damaged. Cabbage and 
a small lot of other vegetables which were 
up were killed outright. As the large pro- 
portion of the spring vegetable crop had not 
been planted the loss will not be serious. 

At Columbus, Ga., the thermometer regis- 
tered 11 above zero this morning. The 
weather has moderated some. No damage 
done in this section. 

Frost at Mobile was the severest on record 
save in January, 1886. The mercury dropped 
to 11.8 degress at daylight, this morning. 
The day was calm and sunshiny and very 
cold for this latitude. It moderated some by 

‘mightfall. There was no chance for truck 
to escape the effects of the severe freeze 
and farmers are much discouraged. in yes- 
terday’s blow the steamer, Pioneer, in the 
lower bay dragged until the cables parted 
and she lost twe anchors. She went ashore 
on the beach at Fort Morgan, but she was 
later pulled off by the tug Nimrod and 
towed to a safe anchorag:. Ice formed on 
the shores of the bay extending out fifty 
to 100 feet. 

Today has been the coldest day ever 
known in Columbia, 8. C., the mean tempera- 
ture for the twenty-four hours being only 
14 degrees, far below any previous record. 
The thermometer is now 16 degrees, one 

- tower than at the same time last night. 
Trains from the north are about nine hours 
behind schedule time. Pusiness has been

FLORIDA NIPPED AGAI®. 


Paim Beach the Only Place Where It 
j Did Not Freeze. 
Jacksonville, Fla., February 8.—(Special.) 

The only place on the main land of the 

United States where the mercury Was 

above freezing point at sun rise today was 

Palm Beach, on Lake Worth. There it was 

36 degrees above zero. At Key West it was 

564 degrees, but that city nearly two 

hundred miles from the main land. Tampa 

showed a temperature of 22 degrees above, 
and the following special from there chron- 
icled an unprecedented event: ' 

“Snow is falling steadily and has been 
ever since daylight. The ground is partly 
covered in places and drifts are to be seen 
nearly one inch thick against walis and 
Other obstructions. The snow fell until 
9:30 o’clock when the sun shown out clear 
and melted what had fallen.” 

In this city the temperature fell to 14 
above Zero, the same as recorded during 
the freeze of December last. 

“It will go lower tonight,’ said Sergeant 
Demain, of the weather bureau, ‘‘especially 
at exposed points on the lower peninsula.” 

There was a general freezing up of water 
pipes and the loss will be heavy from this 
source alone, and the inconvenience much 
greater, for all the plumbers in the city are 
out on a strike. Nine men out of every ten 
agree that the trees are ruined beyond hope 
and that the vegetable and strawberry 
crops are a total loss. The aggregate loss 
$s variously estimated from five to ten mil- 
lion dollars. The only man who takes a 
hopeful view of the situation is Captain J.

HARD ON WILD ANIMALS. 


Panthers and Bears Come Out of the 
Meuntains. 

Chattanooga, Tenn., February 8.—(Spe- 
cial.)—This morning, by weather bureau 
reading, the thermometer registered 2 de- 
grees below zero. This is the coldest Feb- 
ruary day ever known in Chattanooga and 
the coldest day of any month since January 
1886, when the mercury dropped to 7 below. 

Poor people suffered severely last night for 
want of sufficient fuel and clothing. Three 
hundred calls for aid were made upon the 
associated charities today. Business is se- 
riously affected as no one goes out unless 
compelled to. While the cold wave has 
meant @« loss in many ways it will’ mean 
thousands of dollars to the fruit growers of 
this section. It is claimed that the bud- 
ding leaves and blossoms have been set 
back so far that a successful fruit crop is 
certain. In the East Tennessee mountains, 
wild animals from cold and hunger are 
making the nights hideous for isolated 
settlers. Henry Williams, a farmer living 
near Walden’s ridge, killed some hogs 
Thursday and hung the bodies in the smoke- 
house. At midnight he was awakened by 
unearthly howls and on looking out saw by 
the pale rays of the winter moon a pack 
of panthers surrounding the smokrhouse, 
accompanied by a big black bear, all drawn 
to the place by the smell of the blood. When 
several of the animals were shot the rest 
skulked away. 


CHARLESTON FROZEN HARD. 


The Mercury Goes Down to 8 Which 
Is Severe There. 

Charleston, 8S. C., February 8.—(Special.) 
The freeze in and around this city is the 
most severe that has ever been known. 
At 8 o’clock this morning the mercury in 
exposed places indicated 8 degrees and in 
the suburbs and among the truck farms it 
went as low as 5 above zero. The freeze 
-was accompanied by a fierce northwest 
gale, which still continues and which 
makes life hardly worth living in doors. 
The houses in this city not being built for 
such freezing weather, afford the inmates 


comparatively little shelter, and the dis- 
tress, especially among the poor, is very 
great.

Acts of the Past Commissioners of Falton 
County Severely Criticised. 


A SENSATION AT THE BOARD MEETING 


Mr. Porrest Adair Charges Thata Certain 
Trade Ia Lilegal-An Overdrait of 
$12,000 Is Mentioned. 


The county commissioners were in ses- 
sion yesterday for tiearly five hours, and 
during that timre there were some decided- 
ly sensational developments through reso- 
lutions introduced by ommissioner Forrest 
Adair. 

Cémmissioner Adair, in fact, assumed 
with the utmost ease the role of a bomb- 
tosser, and was careful that all three of 
those he threw were well fired. The re- 
sult was that action was taken regar Jing 
the manner in keeping the county’s ac- 
counts, and a special meeting was called 
for Friday, February 22d, to hear @ report 
from County Attorney Rosser as to whether 
the plirchase of the 279 acres from Dr. R. 
L. Hope was legal. 

The third sensation created by Commis- 
sioner Adair was the introduction of a reso- 
lution in which it stated that there has 
been an apparent overdraft made by the 
Venable Bros. on the county, and an over- 
cHarge made by the Georgia railroad on 
over 300 cars of stone. The amount of this 
overcharge is put down at $2.50 per car, 
making a total of nearly $1,000 overcharge. 
Commissioner Adair referred to the manner 
of keeping the county’s books, and charged 
that it was the lack of system which had 
caused the county to lose money. He stat- 
ed at the same time that he did not make 
any reflection as to the integrity or hon- 
esty of the clerk, Tyler Cooper. 

In the speeches referring to his resolu-

tions, th® young commisstoner did not mince 
words. He had all the facts in his posses- 
sion, and wherever there was an intima- 
tion that he might be putting facts too 
strongly, he drew the documents from his 
pocket. Upon one occasion he made the 
statement that Chairman Collier had sign- 
ed checks for $8,000, and when he signed 
them did not know what the money was 


for. Commissioner Brown intimated that 
this was, perhaps, a little too strong, but 
Chairman Collier stated that he did not 
know what the money was for, and if it 
had been brought up in meeting would have 
voted against it. He gave as his reason for 
signihg the checks that the matter had 
been approved by three of the commis- 
sioners on the outside, this number con- 
stituting a fhajority of the board, 

Commissiongr Adair had all the facts 
and figures ready, and deiended every 
eharge he made. 


Reports of the Committees. 

The minutes of the previous meeting were 
signed by tne Commissioners, and Chairman 
Coltier called tor the reports of the vari- 
ous committees. The first was the comnmuit- 
tee on public works. 

“It has been a roeky month,” said Com- 
missioner Spaiding, chairman of this com- 
mittee. ‘“‘l don’t bDemeve that we have done 
very much.” > 

Mr. Spaiding referred to the purchasing 
of convicts, and County Attorney NKosser 
was instructed to communicate Wiln tie 
various solicitors general and tind cut at 
What price they couid be bought. The com- 
mittee on roads and bridges reported sev- 
eral roads in bad condition and several 
bridges that needed repairing. The commiit- 
tee on public buildings reported that tfur- 
ther time was desired in the matter of se- 
curing a hight watchman for the court- 


house. 

This Report Created Discussion. 

The report of the finance committee was 
called tor next, and was naunded In by 
Chairman Thompson.

He asked who had 
the authority to send insane people to the 
county asylum. 

Clerk Cooper explained that according 
to the law only the violently insare could 
be sent to the state asylum, and, therefore, 


| Fulton county had an asylum of its own. 


Commissioner Spalding thereupon suid that 
he thought that the county comm.s3 cners 
should say who should and who should not 
be allowed to be sent to the county asylum. 
He was certain that the insane of other 
counties might be put upon Fulton if a close 
watch was not kept up. 

The question was referred to a commit- 
tee. 

In this connection Commissioner Brown 
spoke of the fact that there were several 
children at the poorhouse. He said that he 
thought they should be removed, as it was 
a crime to raise hem in pauperism. The dis- 
sition of the children was left to the alms- 
house committee. 

Still Poplar Street. 

The county commissioners held a special 
session about two weeks ago for the pur- 
pose of granting the right of way toa street 
railway company, At that meeting the mat- 
ter of changing the names of several streets 
was brought up. It was suggested that the 
streets crossing Peachtree out towards the 
exposition grounds be changed to numbers 
third, fourth and so on. 

Among the streets changed was Poplar, 
and yesterday the commissioners heard from 
this. Captain Burke was present with a 
diagram. He explained that Poplar street 
was a private street and did not belong to 
the county. He petitioned to be permitted 
to have the street retain the name of Pop- 
lar. The former action of the commissioners 
was rescinded. 

Streets and Street Railways. 

Councilman Campbell and Mr. L. B. Nel- 
son were present at the meeting and asked 
the commissioners to condemn a certain 
strip of property on the Boulevard near 
Ponce de Leon avenue in order to make the 
Boulevard an uniform length. The commis- 
sioners declined to do this. 

President Joel Hurt, of the Atlanta Con- 


solidated Street Railway Company, was pres- 


ent and asked permission to extend the 
Peachtree line, the West Peachtree line, 
the Piedmont avenue line and the Jackson 
stre-t and Boulevard line to the exposition 
grounds. He also requested permission to ex- 
tend the Peachtree line a mile or more be- 
yond its present terminus and to extend the 
West Peachtree line two miles out Peachtree 
« 

A Chapter on Expert Testimony. 

County Attorney Rosser announced that 
he was ready to report on the matter of 
the charges made by Drs. Baird and Jar- 
nigan for attending the trial of the Carr 
case as expert witnesses. 

Attorney Rosser thought that the amount 
was reasonable and that it should be left 
with Judge Clark or Judge Lumpkin as to 
whether it was to be paid. He thought that 
the money would have to come out of the 
contingent fund. Attorney Rosser explained 
in his report that it was absolutely neces- 
Sary, in cases such as Carr to summon ex- 
pert testimony for the state. 

An application of J. D. Garrison for the 
appointment as chaplain of the jail was re- 
ferred to the county attorney. 

Mr. Brewn Intimates a Policy. 

Commissioner Brown said that he wanted 
to make a motion which he thought was an 
important one. He said that he wanted to 
move that the superintendent of public 
works be required to furnish a list of all 
the men on his payroll, their duties, how 
they were paid and where they iived. Su- 
perintendent Donaldson, who was in the 
room, stated that there were one or two 
men who had families in other counties. 

“IT hadn’t heard of that,” said Mr. Brown, 
his tone, however, suggesting that he wasn’t 
at all surprised to hear of it. He explained 
that it was a good thing to have a list of 
the men on file. 

Where a Surprise Was Sprung. 

“TI nave a resoiution here,’’ said Commis- 
sioner Adair, rising, “that I would hke to 
oifer.’’ 

Commissioner Adair then read the follow- 
ing res.lution: 

“Whereas, from an inspection of the min- 
utes of the board of county commissioners 
it appears that the law was not complied 
with, in that they failed to submit to a vote 
@f the pe ple of the county the contemplat- 
ed indebtedness for the purchase of the 
almshouse property, therefore, be it 

“Ordered, Tinat the chairman of this 
board be instructed to make a quit claim 
deed to R. L. Hope and demand from him 
a surrender of the two notes given by the 
county for the purchase of said land and 
that said sale be declared void and that the 
almshouse committee be instructed to with- 
draw the hands from the property at once 
if any have been placed there,”’ 

Calls Them Startling Facts. 

The resolution, while decidedly sensation- 
al, was hot wholly a surprise. It was known 
that Commissioner Adair ‘has. been earrying 
on a rigid investigation of the county’s af- 
fairs for a month or more, and that he had 
in his possession some interesting facts and 
figures, 

“I do not want the board toe take any ac- 
tion that will reflect on any one,” said Com- 
missioner Adair, “I do not intend it as a 
reflection upon any’member of this board 
or upon any member of any past board. 

“As a member of the finance committee I 
came into the possession of some startling 
figures while looking over the records. I 
discovered that the tax levy from Septem- 
ber, 1894, to Septemiber, 1895, was $233,980, 
and that of this amount there was expend- 
ed in the last four months of 1884 nearly 
$100,000, the exact amount being $95,074.50. 
This left an available balance of $138,906.50. 
ashe estimated expenses of ti#s board are 
$20,000 per month for the next eight months, 
making a total of $160,000; the estimate per 
month for the four first months was $23,000. 
The outstanding indebtedness is $86,000, thus 
making a total of $246,000. We have an 
available balance of $138,905.00, leaving a 
deficit of $107,094.50.’’ 

“That loan of $20,000 has been paid this 
month,’ said Commissioner Thompson, ‘and 
should not be counted in.’’ 

“Tt has been paid, as I have since found 
out,”’ replied Commissioner Adair, “but the 
amount simply reduced the total available 
balance. And a word just here on those 
notes. The constitution of Georgia says 
distinctly that the board shall not incur 
any indebtedness except for casual reason 
and as a temporary loan. These notes have 
been renewed and renewed until they are 
almost permanent loans, and now they are 
sought to be carried over. 

“Tl am against this method, for I do not 
want to fall into a certain way just because 
some one else befofe me has done the 
game.” 

Some Real Estate Figures Given. 

“T hardly believe that it is necessary for 
me to say anything except on the score of 
legal grounds in reference to my resolu- 
tion,”’ continued Commissioner Adair, 

“I might mention, however, that in 189, 
when property was selling at from 33 13 
per cent to 30 per cent high: than it is 
now, this same porperty sold fer only $8,250.

About 12:30 
giclock some One knocked on the front 
deor of the laundry opening on Mulbérry 
street. Hi went to the door, Lee Sam re- 

in bed. 

Lee bam iesufied before the jury that he 
did not Know who it was that Hi admitted 
into the Jaundry, but presently he heard Hi 
apd-the stranger in dispute about 25 cents 
in‘change. Then there was scuffling and 
joud talking as if the men were in dis- 
pute and presently two pistol shots were 
fred. Lee Sam rushed into the laundry 
just in time to see ‘lung Hi fall down on 
the floor, dying. Hi had been sbot in the 
left side mear his hip, The ball passed 
gut and struck against a shelf anu then 
entered into a package of clothing on the 
foor, Another ball struck in the left 
preast and passed through the heart. This 
pall did the fatal worn. 

Tung Hi did not live long enough to tell 
who shot him. ‘ne murderer ran out of 
the front door, Town Mulberry street, 
turned the corne: of Davis's stavles ana 
coutinued in his highe down Third street 
to the river and escaped. Mr. Clifford 
Ricks was on the wopposite side of the 
gtreet and his attention was attracted to- 
wards the laundry. He saw two men 
seulling and heard them talking in a loud 
and angry tone. Presently he saw a man 
step back a foot and fire a pistol. He 
made another -step backward and fired 
again and then ran out of the laundry 
down Mulberry street and turn into Third 
street. Policemen aiso heard fhe shots and 
hurried to the scene, but nothing could be 
ascertained as to the man’s identity. 

Near the door of the laundry was found 
a cravat, which may be the only clue to 
the murderes, and which was evidently 
dropped in the tussel. - 

Undertaker Keating took charge of the 
remains. in a pocket of the dead man was 
found 1%. The body will be embalmed 
and sent to Atlanta tomorrow night for 
burial. There is no satisfactory theory as 
to the cause of the murder. It was evi- 
dentiy an act of revenge. lt does not seem 
that robbery could have been the motive. 
The affair happened on one of the most 
prominent streets of the city. The hour 
was late and the nignt was bitterly cold. 
The moon was shining and the electric

Some time ago Tung Hi loaned a China- 
man in Alianta several hundred dellars and 
he could not get it back and finally Tung 
‘Hi sued for it and won the suit. The im- 
pression exists with some that Tung Hi 
was killed by a Chinaman, but’ others 
think that a negro man did the deed in a 
jealous rage over & nhexzro woman. A 
cousin of ‘Tung Hi arrived tonight from 
Columbus and it is thought he may be 
able to furnish the oflicers some clue. 

The highbinder theory as advanced in 
The Constitution this murning is regarded 
as very plausible. Lee Sam said this 
morning that he was a brother of Tung Hi, 
but tonight he says he is cousin. Lee Sam 
exhibits no sorrow or concern over Tung 
Hi's death and slept locked up in the 
Jaundry several hours aloue with the dead 
body while waiting for the coroner’s in- 
quest. 

The Soldiers Disturbed. 

The soldiers of Macon are disturbed over 
the report that Judge Hardeman, of Bibb 
superior court, may declare illegal all mili- 
lary jury exemptions held lg rompanies in 
excess of the number fifteen allowed by 
the general law of the state, and which 
are sold to citizens whom namos appear on 
the roll of the company as “pay mem- 
bers.”

"Rot be sold for less than $25 per annum.

The average 
price of the exemptions is from $25 to $50 
tach. These exemptions bring some money 
to the treasury of the companies and aid 
largely in Supporting them, If the exemp- 
tions are withdrawn from the companies 
it will entail considerable hardship upon

The Temperature Smashes Records and 
Causes Great Suffering 


WILL BE MUCH WARMER TODAY 


A Day of Shivering Amcng All Classes of 


People—The Poor Are Having a 
Hard Time of It. 


It will be much warmer today. The tein- 
perature yesterday was anything but mild. 
At 6 o’clock the mercury was at zero and 
throughout the day the cold was very 5s¢- 
vere. It was a day for fires and overcoats, 
and ir has been a long time since Atlanta 
has seen anything more bitter. 

The indications from the weather bureau 
last night were that the mercury would 
teke a decided rise today. 

The suffering caused by the cold wave has 
been very great among the poor people of 
the city, and the appeals for help on the 
part of those who have no work to do are 
distressing. A number of applications were 
made for fuel and clothing at the headquar- 
ters of the Atlanta Charitable Association 
yestérday afterrcon. 

“One good thing about this spell of 
weather,’ said a well known citizen, who 
believes in looking on the bright side of 
everything, “is the good health and good 
crops it will bring us this summer. I am 
willing to put up with a little inconvenience 
now for the sake of better health later on.” 

The cold snap is about the worst that has 
put up in Atlanta this year. A number of 
parties went skating yesterday afternoon, 
the lake at Ponce de Leon spring veing 
covered with a thick crust of ice. 

The Weather Man’s View of It. 

The cyclone of greatest energy as shown 
on last night’s chart, is the same storm 
that has been moving up and hovering near 
the Atlantic coast for the past thirty-six 
hours. At 7 o’clock this morning it was 
central inland, but was again off the coast 
by 7 p. m, The lowest pressure was 29.42 
inches, the reading of New York city. The 
anti-cyclone was central in the lower Mis- 
sissippi valley, the highest isobar being 
that of 30.4 inches. The barometric gra- 
dient was very steep in the northeast sec- 
tion, and high winds prevailed as a result. 
A second area of low pressure is coming in 
from the west, and last night was central 
southwest of Denver. Temperature has tis- 
en along its front. 

Freezing temperatures prevailed over the 
entire portion of the United States east of 
the Rockies and south as far as larnpa, 
Fla. The range as shown by the reports 
over this large tract was from 2 degrees be- 
low to 32 degrees above zero, Clear weath- 
er prevailed over the entire south and gen- 
eral cloudiness over the north portion of 
the country. Snow was falling at Puffalo, 
N. Y., with nearly two and a half inches on 
the ground.

STUCKEY GETS TWENTY YEARS, 


Found Guilty of Voluntary Man- 
slaughter for Killing Taylor. 


Dublin, Ga., February 8.—(Special.)—Not- 
withstanding the inclemency of the weath- 
er, the usual throng of spectators were 
present when court opened this morning. 
Stuckey, his faithful mother, Mrs. Gainey, 
Miss Ward, Mr. Nelson Stuckey, uncle of 
the prisoner, and five brothers sat sur- 
rounding the accused. Colonel Griner re- 
sumed his argument for the state, speaking 
a little over an hour. Colonel John M. 
Stubbs followed in behalf of the prisoner. 
In the midst of his address he scathingly 
rebuked a young member of the bar named 
Hollifild, saying that he justly deserved the 
condemnation of all right-thinking people, 
that he had made a bad beginning in his 
honorable profession of law and that ‘it 
would stick to him so long as he lived. 


Stubbs accused Hollifield of questioning | 


Stuckey and then make known his confes- 
sion to the prosecution. Colonel Stubbs 
berated Hollifield for fifteen minutes. The 
remarks caused a flutter of excitement, 
the members of the bar commenting on 
the language used. 

Hollifield wus a state’s witness on Thurs- 
day and testified to a conversation he had 
with Stuckey recently. 

Judge Hart’s charge to the jury was 
concise and pointed. At 11 o’clock the ju- 
rors retired and discussed the case until 
5 o'clock, when they came down, desiring 
instructidns connected with the iatter part 
of the judge’s charge. Judge Hart gave 
them the desired information and they re- 
turned again to deliberate. 

The jury in the Stuckey case reached a 
verdict a little before midnight. After 
considerable wrangling they brought in a 
verdict of voluntary manslaughter. 

Judge Hart, after asking the prisoner 
why sentence should not be imposed, sen- 
tenced him to twenty years at hard labor 
in the penitentiary. Stuckey leaned on his 
cane, faltering at times, while sentence 
was being passed. His counsel asked for 
bond and it was granted in the sum of 
$5,000. The prisoner could not give ft to- 
night and he will have to remain in charge 
of the sheriff for the night. When his 
mother was informed of the sentence she 
expressed deep grief. Stuckey, it is 
thought, will get a new trial, He will give 
bond tomorrow. 


AN EXECUTION IN SUMTER. 


The Condemned Man Made His Hang- 
ing a Select Affair. 

Americus, Ga,, February %.—(Special.)— 
For eighteen years Sumter county has not 
had a legal hanging until today, when 
Will Murray, a negro, paid the penalty in 
the jail yard for the murder of Will Sims, 
a well known young farmer, who lived 
near DeSoto, in this county. Sims was 
overseeing a gang of road hands working

li is tv be regretted that the relations 
of the [aeific railway companies to 
the seovernment still remain without 
any sitisfactory adjustment, 

The government advanced bonds to 
aid the construction of these railways 
at a time when we had many other 
pressiuy financial burdens. At that time 
capitalists were very siow to purchase 
the bonds. They knew that the gov- 
ernuient backed them, but they pre- 
ferred other investments. So the Pa- 
cific railway bonds went begging, and 
Mr. ¢. P. Huntington and his associates, 
wi» eonstructed the first forty-mile 
section of the road at the California 
end, were so much discouraged that 
during the first few years of the enter- 
prise they would gladly have sold out 
at a big sacrifice. The Union and Cen- 
tral Pacific roads expended a large sum 
of money to complete their contract 
With the government in about half the 
time prescribed. The eompanies lost 
millions of dollars bg this burried polli- 
cy, 2ud the gevernment gained. The 
bonds declined from their face value 
in gold to about 40 cents, while the pub- 
lic lands along the lines of the road 
rapidly increased in value. Since the 
opening of the through line the net 
saving to the treasury has been not less 
than $150,000,000 by the creation of 
these transportation facilities. 

Under the circumstances, when we 
consider the increased value of these 
roads in developing the country and 
saving money to the government, it 
would seem that the matured bonds 
should be extended for a reasonable 
time so that the roads will have a clance 
to pay their indebtedness. We advo- 
cate ‘no special plan, but it strikes us 
that the projectors of a gigantic enter- 
prise which has about doubled the 
wealth and power of this country should 
not be dealt with in a Shyleck fashion. 
They have done a great work in the 
face of tremendous obstacles. When 


their obligations are due it can do no 


harm to give them time and render 
them a reasonable amount of aid. The 
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or 
apposite policy would have left us with- 


out these roads, and we would still 
have been going thousands of miles out 
of our way to reach the Pacific coast, 
and our overland government service 
would have cost us many extra millions 
of dollars.

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More Cotton Mili Talk. 

The Constitution’s advices yesterday 
from Boston in regard to a legislative 
commission’s pending inquiry into the 
status ef the cotton mill industry in 
Massachusetts, made very interesting 
reading. 

Hon. William C. Levering admitted 
all the advantages of a southern loca- 
tion, but he claimed that the repeal of 
the restrictive labor legislation of Mass- 
achusetts would counteract the danger 
of southern competition. He believed 
that southerners could not attend looms 
successfully, and predicted that labor 
legislation would come immediately in 
the south. 

Mr. Levering’s views were dissented 
from by seme of the other witnesses 
before the commission. Mr. Nichols, 
of the Dwight company, said that his 
eoncern had already built a mill in the 
south. It could not waste time fight- 
ing restristive legislation at home. One 
of the witnesses stated that southern 
white mill hands were more intelligent 
than those employed in the northern 
mills. Mr. Healy, of Fall River, said 
that he had contended for six years 
that the south had the advantage over 
the north in manufacturing, and this 
fact had now been proved. Mr. Stan- 
wood, a census special agent, said that 
in the southland, bnildings, coal, cot- 
ton, labor and machinery all cost less 
than in the north, 

Only one of the witnesses, Mr. Lever- 
ing, attempted to make the point that 
southern mill labor is inefficient. A 
similar statement was made a short 
time ago in The New York Dry Goods 
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) Chronicle. whith said: 


Black labor is lazy and inefficient. Negroes 
cannot be trained te perfect skill nor steady 
industry. Where a high degree of skill is 
required they cannot compete with white 
men. nor can they produce as much in a 
given time, * * * therefore they cannot 
compete in the production of high-grade 
fabrics. That bare the south in fine geou.s, 
and as it can only make coarse cotton it 
cun only chalenge New England ia that 
class, ete. 

Of course, all this is the result of gross 
misinformation, and the Raleigh corre- 
spondent of The New York Evening 
Post makes this reply: 

All this seems very amusing in view of 
the fact that there is not a negro cotton 
mill operative in either of the Carolinas, 
and, as far as I am informed, there is not 
one in the entire south. The operatives of the 
southern cottonmills are all white and nearly 
a'l of them natives of the southern states, 
and the fact that white operatives will not 
work with negroes, even if the mill owners 
desired to employ the latter, is sufficient 
ground for predicting that the cotton mills 
in this section will continue to be operated 
by white labor indefinitely. 

As to the efficiency of this native white 
labor of the south—it is already acknowi- 
edged by Northern mill men, and much of 
it is already “skilled,” and a great deal 
more of it is becoming skilled every year. 
A number of mills for the manufacture of 
finer grades of goods have been built in 


| the south during the last year, and many 
** | of those now projected and under way will 


not confine their operations to “the coarser 
grades of goods.” 
ine best Uuug for us is to have the 


discussion proceed. With eastern mills 
meving south, legislative commissions 
of inquiry, and the people of the whole 
country talking about the south and 
her advantages, the facts are bound to 
come out, and the tacts are all on our 


side.

The manuscripts will examined 
b¥ a committee of three appointed by 
The Herald, who will select three of 
the best of each kind. These will all 
be published successively in the paper, 
ond the readers will decide by ballot to 
which production of each class the 
prize shall be awarded. 

It is a stroke of splendid enterprise 
on the part of The Herald. and we be- 
lieve that it will add seme productions 
ef permanent valne to our literature. 
The idea of allowing the readers to act 
as judges and award the prizes is 
uniague. and the result will doubtless 
be satisfactory. 

In the old days onr magazines and 
literary weeklies frequently offered 
prizes for the best stories and poems, 
but the New York paper's big offer is 
unprecedented.

Mr. Glenn Makes a Personal Plea. 

‘The fred Mr. «walenan. ‘“‘Ailow 
me to say that Il have some personal right 
in this matter. 1 demand tne rigat, « 
acial right, to go into this aifacr. 
citizen of Ailanta I demand the right.” 

Captain English insisted that it had no 
relevancy. 

“its a personal matter to me. I want 
to go inte these court affairs. It has al- 
ready been insertedig the testimony and | 
bave a right to quesuen concerning it.” 

The comn.issioners @ucked their heads to- 
gether and a hurried consultation ensued. 
An exclamation of impatience escaped 
Clairman English. 

Mr. Glenn jumped up. ‘Do I understand 
you tv say, Mr. Chairman, that you are 
perscnally epposed to my going into this?’ 

Cuptain English denied it. 

“Well, I'll not go int gst; I'll submit to 
the personal pleasure o1 Yne chairman.” 

Explanations Follow. 

Solicitor Hill explained that the reason he 
denounced the implication against himself 
SO vigorously was due to information given 
bim after he entered the hall. 

“My Brother Hill knows very well that I 
am the last man to go out of the way to 
reflect on him. He came to me about vhat 
overccat business and to Leoney, too. We 
told him that no such charge had been 
made. And what right,” he conlinued, 
“had Mr. Hill to assume to think that I 
had a right to go out of the way to reflect 
on him?’ . 

“I was perfectly satisfied,” replied the 
Solicitor. ‘‘But I waated it to be known 
that I denounced any such insinuation em- 
Phatically.’’ 

A Monopoly of Theatricals. 

There was a suxzgestion of a sneer in Mr, 
Gienn’s expression, “Oh, I see; Mr. Hill 
wanted to go through his, little theatricals.”’ 

Solicitor Hill turned quickly in his chair. 
“Mr. Glenn, this getting up and going 
through theatrical performances belongs 
entirely to you, and I'll not be responsible.’ 

Chairman English nipped the dialogue 
and after a few more questions put by the 
members of the board Solicitor Hill left the 
stand. 

Later in the afternoon there were explan- 
ations and hand-shaking between him and 
Mr. Glenn, 

Siskronk on Moss. 

Captain John A. Thompson was the first 
Witness called yesterday afternoon. hie 
corroborated the testimony of Dan Hall, the 
afternoon before, about his visit for the 
purpose of getting rid ef the men who had 
invaded his house. 

5S. T. Siskronk is the special detective on 
the Central railroad. He said that he was 
an old officer, and had a lot of experience. 

Questioned by Colonel Glenn he said that 
he had had a conversation with Captain 
Moss, of the police sorce, during the inves- 
tigation, amd that Moss had said that it 
was no use in going on with the investiga- 
tion; that the detectives were guilty and he 
didn’t see why they dida’t stop the case. 
The witness said that it was frequently 
necessary for detectives to get in with crim- 
inals and stand in with people of the lower 
class. As to the National hotel he said 
that he knew that it used to jg the resort 
for men of the criminal class, 

Swamp Fox Shows Up. 

A very picturesque witness was Swamp 
Fox Jones, the well known detective. He 
appeared with a week’s growth of rugged 
beard, a flanne] shirt and high boots pulled 
Over his trousers. 

“I have been in all predicaments,” said 
Swamp Fox, “to get on to criminals. I 
have worked as a convict in the Dade coal 
mines. I have held up trains with robbers 
and I have done a little of everything to 
catch men and its eleven hundred I’ve 
caught, counting in this menth, during the 
twenty-two vears of my service.” 

His testimony touched on © Monaghan 
somewhat. Years ago he said he was 
chief of the Atlanta detectives. “One 
night,”’ he said, ‘Monaghan and some other 
men made forty-nine charges against me. 
I was exonorated and the next day Mona- 
ghan and Nig Simpson were turned off.” 

He was questioned by Judge Anderson 
and stated that Monaghan was dismissed 
for talking to a citizen. ‘“‘He’s a friend of 
mine now, and I'm glad he’s doing so 
well.’’ Swamp Fox testified to the effi- 
ciency of the detectives on trial. 

Chairman English as a Witness. 

Captain English divested himself of his 
official garb and put on the robe of a wit- 
ness for a while. 

He said that he had frequently heard 
from the gambling element that Looney 
was not straight, and that preceding the 
investigation by the grand jury he had a 
watch placed over him, He employed men 
to get information against him and toid 
Captain Wright to watch him. 

‘Tl had heard various things against Loo- 
ney,” he continued, “I had heard that 
they had furnished his son with a horse 
and buggy. 

‘Learning all these facts @ thought it 
best to send the detectives before the grand 
jury. This was done and they were exan- 
erated.’’ 

Chairman English said that he knew 
that the detectives had shown shrewduess 
beyond the average man ‘n detecting 
gamblers. They had, he understood been 
especially assigned to that class of work, 
and that Looney had been the most ac- 
tive of all. | 

‘“T’'ll take occasion right here,” he said, 
“to give warning to all gamblers. They 
had better stop the business, jor if they 
don’t they'll certainly land in the chain- 
gang.’ 

Looney Makes His Statement. 

Captain English was dismissed and De- 
tective Dave Looney appeared .o make hig 
statement. His defense was *«mphatic ad 
forcible, He covered all the points in the 
case against him. 

He stated that he had been on the force 
eleven years. Four of these he had scrved 
as a detective and the others as a patrol- 
man. During the first year of his ser.

vice Captain Couch was the chief of detec- 
tives. In the first part of his statement 
the detective fold about the National ho- 
tel. At that time his relations with G. W. 
Hell were friendly. This part of his tes- 
timony was the same as during the Paker 
investigation. 

Looney told about the numerous gangs 
that used to frequent the National hotel. 
He was the man assigned by Couch to look 
after the place, and finally, with the es- 
sistance of Cason, succeeded in breaking up 
the gangs. 

About Solicitor Hill and the Overcoat. 

Just here broke in the testimony wrich 
angered Solicitor Hill. 

“I believe,” asked Mr. Glenn, “that sume 
one gave you a present. How was that?’ 

The hint of the question was evidently 
misinterpreted by Looney. It is possible 
that Mr. Glenn referred to some other trals- 
action. 

‘That was in the spring of ’9,” replied 
Looney, “after fifty or sixty true bills had 
been found in the superior court. Then 1 
s$0t the overcoat from Selicitur Hil and 
i'll state that it was after the much muti- 
lated list business, and after I had failed 
to prosecute Harp and after 1 had failed to 
Say anything about Cunningham, and all 
that.”’ 

As to the Greene Robbery. 

Referring to the Greene rovbery, Looney 
identified the receipt, signed by Greene, 
showing that the witness gave Captain 
Couch the money. Greene's pistol he gave 
to Will Hall. Hall had given him informa- 
tion about the rebbery and the man “aid 
that he did not want the pistol. 

Looney said he took some glasses of beer 
in the National. 

‘his was necessary for me to do in or- 
der to stand in with Hall and get infurma- 
tion about criminals.” 

“What knowledge did you have of any 
blind tigers?’ asked @blonel Gienn. 

“None in the world, I caught one that was 
run by a negro whom Hall told me about, 
but 1 had no idea that a biind tiger or any- 
tLing of that kind was there.” 

Looney denied emphatically that he had 
ever given Hall Knowledge of raids. 

“I’ve had one purpose al) my hfe to be 
honest and ] know | have never been un- 
true to my oath.” 

The detective denied altogether that he 
knew anything about the Armstrong case. 
AS to the Paflerd Matter. 
Looney gave the details of the Pafford 
case. He said that if Cason made any re- 
neark to Captain Moss about Pafford being 
satisfied with half of the money, he could 
have heard it. Cason said nothing of tire 
Kind. He told gbout receiving the rings 
from Carrie Clarke and said they were 
taken with no intention of bribes or any- 
thing of that kind. He took the ring not 
to offend the woman, as shé had frequently 
proven the source of valuable infurmation 

to the detective department. 

He acknowledged that he borrowed mogey 
from Seltzer. He was in the habit of bor- 
rewing from Colone] Kontz and one aay 
the latter referred him to Seltzer as a good 
man to berrow from. 

“About that Harp account,” he explained, 
~ was talking to Cason and Harp came up 
ani heard me say that 1 owed Seltzer. He 
told me that he had an open account 
against him. 1 asked him if it was good. 
He said it was and swore to it. I gave him 
$25 for the account, but I didn’t pay it until 
the matter came up in the justice’s court 
and I found that it could set.off the amount 
l ewed Seltzer.” 

Looney said that he knew nothing about 
Harp gaming at the Kimball. In regard to 
the Aragon gambling case, Harp said noth- 
ing about being connected with it. Mcil- 
vyeen was arrested on Harp’s information. 

Touched on Soliciter Hill Again. 

Touching on the overcoat question again, 
Lconey said: “I: must say that I don’t 
know a man that I admire more than Char. 
ley Hill. He used to keep after me,. though, 
about taking cases to tha@ety court. Every 
time he met he he sa.d something about 
us making Lewis Thomas rich. I told him 


' that it was Monaghan that caused all the 


cases to go to the other court and the 


| 
_ other reason was that heavier fines were 


imposed.’’ 

Looney was carried through a searching 
examination by Mr. Rucker and Colonel 
Anderson. 

The Mysterious Letter. 

Here the letter which caused guite a stir 
was browght in. The letter was shown to 
the commissioners but not allowed in evi- 
dence. The purpose of the introduction 
was to show that it was a secret in the 
office of Solicitor Hill revealed afterwards 
by Monaghan. 

Looney was called from the stand after 
it was decided that the letter should not 
go in evidence and Charley Howard was 
brought to the stand. He told about the 
National hotel. Colonel Glenn offered the 
testimony of J. 8S. Hogan, Sam O. Vaughn, 
W. N. Sheridan, Dr. W. E. Foute and J. 
S. Griffin, given during the Baker trial, in 
evidence. It was accepted. 

A Damaging Witness. 

After the défense had rested Bob Lamp- 
kin was introduced. “I know Looney 
well,”” he said. “We used to talk about 
the gamif@@as piaces. One day we were 
walking along by Josh Tye’s and Looney 
looked up to where the clubrooms were. 
‘Doing pretty well?’ he said. ‘Jes’ tol-able,’ 
says I. Looney then says, ‘Got any money 
on you”? I to™ ttm Tf had $10 and he said 
give me half. I gave it over to him.” 

In reference to Patrolman Charley Mar- 
tin the witness said that when he was at 
the Kimball he was furnished with money 
to protect the gamblers. Tle was positive 
of the fact. He said that Martin had re- 
cently made a proposition to him to open 
a gambling room and assured him that he 
would be protected. 

Mr. John Monaghan was introduced 
again and made varigus corrections with 
regard to the ecfty court affairs. About 
Looney and the overcoat he said that for a 
long time Looney had been begging him to 
ask Hill for an overcoat. 

‘He pleaded with nie so that I finally 
went to Mr. Hill! and he told me to buy 
Looney a cheap one. That’s how he got 
that coat.” 

Mr. G. W. Bat called again denied that 
he had assisted Big Dutch to escape and 
in reply to Dan Hall said that any state- 
ment that he ha@ protected robbers or 
furnished them money was absolutely 
false. Detective Looney got up again and 
denied all of Lampkin’s testimony. 

The commissioners adjourned after de- 
ciding to meet at 3 o’clock Monday after- 
noon to hear argument. Tile epeeches of 
the lawyers were limited to an hour and a 
half. 

Dan Hall desires it stated that he and 
Bill Hall are not cousins. He says that 
their wives are related. 


THE MORNING SESSION. 


Testimony at the Trial of the Detec- 
tives Yesterday Morning. 

Mr. Jeff Harbin was put on the stand as 
the first witness yesterday morning. 

He denied that he had ever paid money to 
the city detectives. He had been prosecuted 
for gaming by Mr. Looney. 

Ed Cason on the Stand. 

Mr. Ed Cason was the first: one of the de- 
tectives on trial to be put through fhe ordeal 
of a cross-examination. 

He testified that he had been on the police 
force for nearly fifteen years, H had been 
a detective for eight years. 

“Where were you when Mr. 
said to have been robbed?” 

“T was on the detective force. Mr. Looney 
was employed in the case. As I remember, 
Fred Cooper was arrested. I believe I ar- 
ee 
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rested Dan Falvey. Captain Couch was the 
chief of detectives at that time.,] had very 
little to do with the investigation.” 

“Did you make amy agreement not to 
prosecute the guilty parties’ 

“I did not. Captain Couch made the final 
adjustment of the matter.” 

“Did you over take money from Arm- 
strong?’ 

‘I did not, nor from any other living 
man.”’ 

About Charley Seltzer. 

“What do you know of the Seltzer trans- 
action?” 

“I know that Leoney owed Seltzer a small 
debt and that Harp wanted to trade for it, 
as Seltzer owed him.”’ 

“Did you try to hound Seltzer down?’ 

“I did not.’’ 

The witness testified that Seltzer’s father 
was a rich man and left him a large estate. 
He was a wild young fellow and lived with 
a woman who was not his wife. Mr. Keniz 
came to him as Seltzer’s friend and asked 
him to restrain Seltzer and to keep him 
from spending his money. Witness never 
secured a‘*dollar for this work. He and 
Looney had not tried to persecute Seltzer, 
but to bring about his reformation. 

“How much money went into your pos- 
session from the Pafford transaction?’ 

“About $1.50.”’ 

“Is that all?’ 

“That is everything.” 

Carrie Clark’s Ring. 

“How long has Carrie Clark been living 
in Atlanta?’’ 

“I have known her for fifteen years, I 
suppose. She has lived in Atlanta for qlite 
a while.” 

“Has she ever been prosecuted?’ 

“She has.” 

The witness explained that it is necessary 
for the detectives to be friendly with this 
class of women, as they are in possession of 
important information and knuw of crimes 
that have been committed. it is necessary 
to cultivate these women in order to carry 
on the detective business. He has frequent- 
ly employed them to locate dens of iniquity. 
Carrie Clark has rendered the detectives 
important service and several thousana dol- 
lars have been recovered through her help. 
He cited two or three causes in which the 
services of Carrie Clark had been employed, 
one Of them being a theft committed at 
Chamberiin, Johnsen & Co.'s. 

“Did Carrie ever give you a present?’ 

“i did notr emember at the last investiga- 
tion, but 1 now recall that she gave me a 
small ring among a lot of presents that she 
had bougnt for her friends.” 

“Did she give it to you in order to get 
your pretection?’ 

“she did not.’”’ ' 

Had to Consort with Bad People. 

The wiiness explained that he had to do 
a iot of things that did net look right to 
church-going peopie. The detectives never 
had time ie g9 to church. He explained his 
connection "with the hebe community as 
being essential to carry out his plans for 
the capture of certein criminals. He testi- 
fied as to the character of the place at 
which Amos Baker worked at the National 
hotel. It was not a very stylish saloon and 
a gang of umruly and disorderly men fre- 
quented it. The saloon was a constant ob- 
ject of suspicion to Captain Couch when he 
was on the detective force and Mr. Looney 
Was specially detailed to iouw after the Na- 
tional hotel. If Mr. Looney’s proiection 
had been secured the sa.00n would still 
have been in danger from the rest of the 
force. The witness admitted that Mr. Halil 
had fooled him. He always tnought he was 
a good citizen @id he used to give the 
detectives intermation. hHiall werked his 
game shrewdly and intimated that if a blind 
tiger was in the hotel it was not run by 
him. 

“Do you know anything about Captain 
Loyd's asking to have certain cases dis- 
missed ?’’ 

“i do not. Mr. Looney had a misunder- 
starn4ing with Captait Loyd. BSaortly after 
this Ernest Looney was dismissed.’ 

The Cunningham Game. 

The witness told of the Cunningham 
transaction and the loss of $1,800 by him in 
the Aragon hotel. He Knew nothing of 
Harp’s gambling roem in the Kimball 
heuse. Cunningnam gave the detectives a 
small considerauon for their services. He 
insisted on giving it, as he lived outside of 
the city anu the department was under no 
obligation to serve him. 

The charge against the detective force 
Started aiter they commenced te make a 
crusade against the gamblers. Captain 
Wright issued the order, at the direction of 
the board, and detailed Looney and the 
witness to break up the gambiing business 
in the city. The detectives received no con- 
sideration from Lewis Thomas as a bribe 
to secure the gambiing cases. The witness 
testified as to the hist of gamblers furnished 
to the grand ujry. He made out the list 
himseif and the names were correctly taken 
from the station house books. The witness 
knew absolutely nothing of the mulilation 
of the list. He did not agree to protect 
anybody. The witness testined as to a con- 
versation with Mr. Park Woodward in re- 
gard to the discharge of Ernest Looney. 
Vetective Looney had received a letter from 
Mr. Woodward and asked the witness to 
use his influence to have Ernest retained, 
Looney and the witmess called to see Mr. 
Woodward. Looney wanted to know if 
Captain Loyd's hand was in the affair. The 
witness testified solemniy that he had never 
received hush money or bribes of any kind 
in the discharge of his official duty. 
Cross-EKxamined by Judge Auderson. 

On the cross-examination Judge Anderson 


j asked the witness if Captain Couch did not 


enter Mr. Lewis Thomas’s employ just af- 
ter leaving the detective force, He replied 
that he did. He considered Captain Couch 
one of the best men that ever lived. 

The witness was not dissatisned with the 
pending investigation. The charges against 
him had been made since he commenced 
his crusade against the gamblers, but the 
present trial was conducted at his request 
in order to put an end to his uneasiness. 
He gave the jury the names of the men 
that Looney had employed to play with 
gamblers in order to secure their convic- 
tion. A number of business men were in- 
cluded in the list furnished to the grand 
jury. He considered Captain Moss an 
efficient officer, but Captain Moss had 
stated that he, Looney and Wright were 
guilty and that Colonel Glenn was a fool 
for trying to get them acquitted. The wit- 
ness judged from this that Captain Moss 
had been working against him. So far as 
the witness himself was concerned he was 
willing to have the world swbpoenaed. 

Questions by Captain Eaglish. 

A number of questions were put to the 
detective by Captain English. The faiitre 
of injured parties to prosecute, after em- 
ploying detectives, operated unfavorably 
against the detectives’in the opinion of the 
witnesses. Captain English asked the de- 
tective as to the instructions received from 
the board in regard to gambling. The wit- 
ness testified .that, as @ rule, the saloon- 
heepers Gulnpiied With the oruinance of the 
city. 

Captain Bonnell on the Stand. 

Captain W. A. Bonnell, the station house 
keeper, next testified. 

He testified that Captain Moss had re- 
ceived a $40 check from a woman that 
was turned over to Detective Cason. e 
never charged Captain Moss with doi 
anything wrong. Captain Moss marrie 
Captain Bonnell’s sister. 

Mr. A. L. Kontz was next put on the 
witness stand. 

Mr. Kontz testified that Charley Seltzer 
was a son of Henry Seltzer, left him 
about $53,000 in cash. The tness was 
appointed administrator of the estate. His 
| purpose in securing the aid of the detec- 
tives was to prevent Charley Seltzer from 
squandering his money. He had been liy- 
ing a very immoral life and had ieft his 
wife to live with a bad woman. He helped 
him out of a difficulty in order to get him 
to reform and turn over a new leaf. The 
motives of the witness Were purely for his 
good. Seltzer had since lost all his prop- 
erty. 

Captain Wright's Testimony. 
As soon as Mr. Kontz left the stand 


Chief of Detectives Wright was put up. 

Captain Wright testified that he had been 
on the police force since 1879. He served 
as a patrolman for ono year. He was then 
Station house keeper and afterwards cap- 
tain of police. After the resignation of 
Captain Couch he was made chief of de- 
tectives. In regard to the Armstrong af- 
fair he never received a cent of money 
from any one. No money was ever paid 
to him that did not first go through the 
Office. He did not remember how many 
cases were made by the detectives during 
the year. As to the Pafford transaction, 
Mr. Looney came into his office and turned 
over to Rim $40. This was subsequently 
turned over to Mr. Pafford, who gave Mr. 
Looney $5. We directed him to turn it 
over to Chief Connolly under the new rule 
of the board. He first heard of the game 
at the Aragon hotel through Mr. Looney. 
Cunningham said that Thompson and Mc- 
Elveen had robbed him of a large sum of 
money. A part of the money was subse- 
quemtly recovered and a reward of $100 was 
paid by Cunningham. 

The Mutilated List. 

Referring to the mutilated List that was 
furnished to the grand jury the witness 
testified that he gave instructions to Mr. 
Cason to make a list from the station 
house books. The list was subsequently 
type-written. Witness had received infor- 
mation that certain parties had not been 
fined or that evidence to convict them was 
lacking and teok out his knife and cut the 
names. If he had theught he was doing 
anything wrong he would have made out 
a new list instead of clipping the names 
furnished to the jury. The witness made 
no other list for any one. The charges 
against the detectives were inspired by 
the gamblers, in Captain Wright's opinion. 
The board instructed the detectives to give 
the names of all gamblers te the grand 
jury and not to make any raids. This was 
just after it was decided that the city of 
Atlanta had no jurisdiction. The board 
was véry anxious to break up gambling 
and they frequently mentioned the matter 
to the department. Captain Wright, in 
order to have the criminals fined and to 
break up gambling, went to see Judge 
Westmoreland. Judge Westmorelan, as 
an officer of the court, gave the detective 
to understand that he was anxious to 
break up gambling and would rigidly en- 
force the law. The witness testified as to 
a coldness between himself and John Mone- 
ghan, the bailiff of the superior court, but 
that did not have a bearing upon the 
situation. 

The Defense of Looney. 

Looney, said Captain Wright, had been 
the most diligent man in the service in the 
prosecution of the gamblers. He had not 
withheld evidapce against a single man. It 
was Mr. Looney who was instryugental in 
breaking up the hobo gang at the National 
hotel. This was a notorious gang and was 
known from Maine to Mexico. Hundreds 
of robberies had been committed by the 
gang that had never been reported. The b 
witness had never been able to discover 
anything wrong about Looney. His ser- 
viees were such as to cause the deep en- 
mity of criminals. 

He Watehed Looney. 

Some one had asked him to watch Looney 
and he had made a careful investigation of 
the detective, but he had not been able to 
find anything that affected his integrity. 

Captain English stated that he was the 
man who asked Captain Wright to watch 
Looney. Certain rumors had come to him 
and that was his reason for calling Cap- 
tain Wright's attention to the matter. 

On the cross-examination Judge Ander- 
son asked the witness a number of ques- 
tions. He denied any agreement between 
himself and Pafford as to compensation. 

A discussion opened up at this point as 
to where the witness derived his informa- 
tion as to Moneghan’s having revealed a 
professional secret. 

The board was divided, Dr. Spalding 
holding it justice to Mr, Moneghan that 
Captain Wright should give his informa- 
tien.

New York, February 8.—Pending the an- 
nouncement of the new government loan 
the stock market Was stupid and neglected. 
When the official announcement finally 
came business improved, but the activity 
fas at the expense of values. It is not too 
much to say that the street was disap- 
pointed, both as to the amount of the is- 
sue and the high rate of interest that the 
government will have to pay. It should be 
however, that this is the opinion 
prevailing among stock brokers. On the 
other hand, bankers are disposed to look 
on the mutter more favorably, and claim 
that the deal just concluded by the govern- 
ment with the banking syndicate practical- 
ly means that the administration has a call 
on the bankers for all the gold it requires 
to keep up the reserve to the $100,0% 000 mark. 
Still, the active traders ignored this, and 
were disposed to sell in the late dealings. 
The loss in prices ranged from %@2 per 
cent. Jersey Central sold down 2 to 864; 
Sugar, 153 to 917s; Burlington, D4 to 71; 
Chicago Gas, 154 to 735e: Northwest, 1% to 
95%; St. Paul, 14 to 56%; Rock Island, 1% 
to 6244; General Electric, % to 28; Long 
Island Traction, 1% to S7%; Louisville and 
Nashville, 1% to 52%; Lead, 15% to 29%; Oma- 
ha, 1% to 314; Cordage, guaranteed, 1 to 1549;

Early Morning Gossip. 

Dow, Jones News Company, by private 
wire to J. C. Knox, manager: The presi- 
dent, in his message, says: “Because of 
continued anxiety at the lack of congres- 
sional action, the treasury must issue 
bonds. He recommends $62,400,000 to be sold 
to yield 3% per cent. Half of the issue has 
been taken abroad. The message says that 
notwithstanding opinions held eisewhere the 
people who take the bonds of the govern- 
ment must be consulted; that all bonds of 
the government have heretofore been paid 
in gold on demand and that they must con- 
tinue to be sv paid. 

The operations in General Electric led to 
the belief that interests which have been 
hammering the price were accumulating 
stock. Mr. Weil has usually been quite 
ready tg sell in any quantity, but yesterday 
he was disposed to offer the stock liberally 
without’ selling much. Bean & Son were 
the principal sellers. The stock has fallen 
from 44 to 28 with only one rally, and that 
insufficient. On this theory General Elec- 
oe around 29 is a better purchase than 
seller. 


New York News Bureau: The syndicate 
that has taken $62,400,000 bonds has agreed 
tg take further amounts from time to time 
to meet the needs of the treasury. It is 
understood that the administration has com- 
mitted itself to the issue of 4 per cent 
bonds from time to time and sell them to 
the same syndicate at private sale. None 
of the bonds will be sent abroad, but the 
amount taken by foreign @.nkers Will be 
deposited here and receipts issued against 
them will be placed in Europe for gold. This 
arrangement is made under an old act, 
passed in 1862, authorizing the government 
to procure gold by sale of bonds. The syn- 
dicate is managed by Messrs. Belmont & 
Morgan, and consists of several local and 
the largest banks in New York. It is 
agreed on the part of the syndicate that 
none of the gold paid into the treasury 
for bonds shall be withdrawn by its 
members by any subterfuge whatever, and 
if necessary the syndicate will import gold 
on a merchandise basis against certificates 
piaced abroad. These considerations ac- 
count for the seemingly high rate of inter- 
est paid, hamely 54 per cent, as the bonds 
are unlike any outstanding issue, being a 
4 per cent, thirty-year bond, the syndicate 
will practically control the market for the 
issue as long as the government is com- 
pelled to resort to borrowing to maintain 
gold reserve or to meet current expenses. 
The right is reserved by the government 
for ten days to substitute other bonds at 2 
per cent in gold at a saving of interest in 
case congress grants the authority to sell 
bonds specifically payable in gold. 

J. P. Morgan and others have been closet- 
ed with Secretary Carlisle since 10 o’clock 
this morning, «rranging for the bond gale. 
The result of the final arrangements will 
be submitted to the cabinet at noon and 
an annoufcement of $100,000,000 sale is ex- 
pected when Carlisle returns from the 
treasury to the white house.

THERE WAS AN ERROR IN THE BILL 


And the Attorneys Discovered It, and the 
Murray County Men Went Free 
on a Technicaliy. 


All of the Murray county men who were 
Placed on trial in the United States dis- 
trict court Thursday morning charged with 
having brutally whipped Rebert Heokxker, 
of that county, on the night of April lith, 
i834, were given a verdict of not guilty 
yesterday. 

They were Green Treadwell, Sam Brown, 
Frank Kiigere, Marion Bishop, Alfred 
Whitener Syivester Kilgore, J, &. Grider 
and Robert Weaver. 

The sudden termination of the ease was 


brought about in a most sensational man- 
wer und created a great deai of comment 
@bout the custom house. ‘ 

Lhe verdict of aot guilty was ordered by 
Judge Newman, on metion ef counsel for 
the defendants, and was made on a mere 
technical law point, 

‘the technicaiity consisted of the discov- 
ery by the defense that a clerical error in 
the 


The indictment ailegead that the men on 
trial had formed a conspiracy against Rob- 
ert fiooKker, of Murray county, by reason 
of his having appeared before United 
Slaies Commissioner H. C. Hamiiton, at 
Daiton, on April 1, 189, and tnere testify- 
ing against Sylvester Kiigore, charged with 
Vivlaling the United States revenue laws. 

Shortiy aftér the court opened yesterday 
morning United States Lustrict Attorney 
James offered the official records of the 
Daiton commissioner as evidence to prove 
that there had been such a case as cited 
in the bill of indictment, and that the 
piaintifl, Robert Hooker, had tesiilied as 
stated. 

ihe records of the commissioner showed 


that Sy.vester Kilgore had been arraigned 
beiore the commissioner on the above 


Charge but that it was on March 29, isy4 
instead of April 1, 1894, as aileged in the 
bill of indictment. 

it was on that difference in dates that 
the verdict of not guilty was ordered by 
the court, it being held that the date spee. 
ied in the bill of indictment, which bill 
was supposed to have been found on an 
occurrence Of that date, must be identical 
with the date on which the occurrence ac- 
tuaily did happen, which, as the records 
of the commissioner showed, was on March 
2th, instead of April l, 18h. 

The records of Commissioner Hamilton 
were demanded by Mr. B, H. Hill, of coun- 
sel for the defense, it having been discov- 
ered that April 1 1894, was Sunday, which 
Showed that there had been an error 
either in the drawing of the bill of indict- 
ment in the district attorney's office, or 
else in making a wrong entry in the com. 
missioner’s record book, and it was for the 
purpose of discovering where the error ac- 
tually had happened that the defense 
wanted the official records. 

When the record book of the Dalton 
commissioner was placed in evidence yes- 
terday Mr. Hill arose and called the atten- 
tion of the court to the fact that they 
showed that the case of Syivester Kilgure, 
the trial of which case it was alleged re- 
Suited in the conspirecy beimg formed 
against the plaintiff, was trieéaG on March 
eth, and not on April 1, 184, as alleged 
in the bill of indictment, and on tnat 
ground the attorney objected to the intro. 
duction of the records as evidence and 
asked for a verdict of not guilty for his 
clients. 

The point was combatted at great length 
by both the attorneys for the defense and 
the government and a number of able ar- 
guments on the law point were made by 
them, 

Mr, Hill opened the argument and was 
followed by the assistant district attorney, 
Tinney Rucker, and C. D. Maddox and Dis- 
trict Attorney James in the order named, 
Mr, Hili making another argument at the 
conclusion. 

The attorneys for the defense took the 
ground that it was absolutely essential for 
the proper conduct of the caSe that their 
clients have notice of the date on which 
their alleged conspiracy was formed, claim- 
ing that they could not be held to answer 
for the resuit of an occurrence aileged to 
have taken place on April lst when it had 
been proven that no such occurrence did 
take place on that date. 

“We hoald that this variance in dates is 
fatal to the government’s case,” said Mr. 
Hill in conclusion, ‘‘and we ask for a ver- 


| dict of not guilty at this point.” 


Mr. Rucker replied to the argument of 
Mr. Hill, taking the ground that it was 
not necessary for the bill of indictment to 
show the date on which the testimony was 
delivered, the mere fact that it had been 
delivered before a commissioner, and by 


i Was 
| trial for that conspiracy. 


its having been delivered, and that a con- 
spiracy was formed against the witness, 
sufficient to hoid the defendants for 


Mr. Rucker and Colonel James conteste@ 
the point made by Mr, Hill and his asso- 
ciates at considerable length and quoted a 
number of decisions and points of law to 
sustain their position, but the court de- 
cided against them. 

Judge Newman said that the point had 
been considered and decided by him before 
and that according to the rules of law the 
point made by the attorneys for the de- 
fense would have to be susiajned. 

‘The rule is that the allegation, in its 
essential parts,’’ said the court, “‘must be 
proved, and the date on which the testi- 
mony in question was made seems to #e 
essential. The offense here is a charge 
that a conspiracy was formed to injure 
Robert Hooker because he testified accord. 
ing to the indictment, in a case of the gov- 
ernment against Sylvester Kilgore on 
April 1, 1894. The records of the commis- 
sioner before whom that case was tried 
show that the testimony of Hooker was 
de.iveread on March 29, 184. The variance 
in the dates of the record and the indict- 
ment is too clear to justify me in admit- 
ting the evidence, It is necessary for the 
government to prove the time the testl- 
mony was given, and it must be proven as 
alleged. The direction of the case is ap- 
parent. It is my dutf to reject the records 
as * 4 a and order a verdict of not 
guilty.” 

Before ordering the jury to find the ver- 
dict the court took occasion to comment 
on the situation and he did so in language 
that was strong and unmistakable. He 
said that a miserable and cowardly assault 
had been made on Robert Hooker, wheth- 
er by these defendants or not he did not 
know. because he had testified against an 
alleged violator of the law. 

“It is a miserable condition of things 
when a man’ can be taken from his home 
and beat and whipped,” said Judge New- 
man, “because he sees fit to exercise his 
privilege and right as a citizen to testify 
against a violator of the law, and 1 want 
to say right here that these crimes wil 
not ge unpunished in the future, Wit- 
nesses will have the protection of this 
court, and it is not a pleasure of the court 
to have to let cases like this go off on a 
technicality. This whitecapping business 
is going to be broken up, and I hepe that 
you gentiemen from Murray and other 
counties where it has been going on will 
let this determination be known among the 
people and advise them to abide by the 
law. 

‘“‘The foreman of the jury will sign a ver- 
dict of not guilty in this case,” said Judge 
Newman in conclusion. 

Mr. A. S, Tahy, fareman of the jury, 
then read the following verdict: ‘‘We the 
jury, find the defendants, Frank Kilgore, 
Green ‘Treadwell, Sam Brown Marion 
Bishop, Alfred Whitener, Sylvester Kil- 
gore, J. F. Grider and Robert Weaver, not 
guilty,”’ 

It seems that the error which resulted in 
the discharge of the alleged whitecappers 
happened in the district attorney's office. 

Colonel James was asked about it after 
court had adjourned and he said that the 
error was made by Mr. George Bell, chief 
clerk in his office, and an assistant dis 
trict attorney. 

“Mr. Bell, in drawing the indictment, 
made the date April ist on the statement 
of Commissioner Hamilton,” said the dis- 
trict attorney, “It was simply a clerical 
one, which, of course, we deeply regret. 
The original records which came to our 
office had been misplaced and Mr. Bell 
asked Mr. Hamilton what the date was 
and he replied April ist. Mr. Bell has al- 
ways been very efficient indrawi ng biils 
and never before have we lost a case un- 
der like circumstances.

Speculation as to the Coming Conventions 
of Railroad Men. 


WILL THE ASSOCIATION SURVIVE? 


The Representatives of All the Lines Are 
Keeping Extremely Quiet—W hat 
Is Said About the Situation. 


a 


Just now there is considerable specula- 
tion as to what will be done at the three 
meetings that are to be held next week to 
decide the fate of the Southern Railway 
and Steamship Association. These meet- 
ings, which will begin on next Tuesday, 
may or may not be final ones. 

So far there has been no intimation on 
the part of any of ‘the railroads as to what 
they intend doing. The officials of the as- 
sociation claim to be absolutely in the dark 
s0 for as any knowledge of what these three 
meetings may result in, is concerned. They 
say that in no way have any of the of- 
ficials of the roads in the association giv- 
en them any idea of what to expect. 

When the time for these meetings was 
set it was expected that the members of 
the association would be fully prepared to 
say exactly what they would do when the 
time arrived. There seems now to be ccn- 
siderable doubt even on this point. That 
ail of the roads are keeping their own 
council is a plainly apparent fact. 

This means one of two things, but which 
one is what the employes of the association 
would like to know. The silence ofthe 
roads may be an indication that /they are 
Satisfied, and are taking no particular in- 
terest in the approaching meetings. On 
the other hand, it mgay be entirely different, 
for they may have had some agreement as 
to what they think best to be tione, and 
are keeping quiet until the day of meet- 
ing. 

“There is a bare possibility,” said a rail- 
road official last night, ‘“‘that some of the 
roads have agreed. Such a thing has been 
Known, as two or three railroais agreeing 
and, in this instance, they may have done 
so. If this is the case they will ct say 
anything until they get ready to speak out 
in the meeting. One thing is certain, there 
is little, if anything, known about what 
will be done outside of the offices of the 
men who are in the combination.” 

At the last meeting of the association, 
which was held here, it was ‘hought that 
everything would be known before the day 
for the meeting, and that tie work “ould 
be plain sailing when the officials ccme 
together. 

There are some who ‘Joubt that there 
will be enough members of the assccia- 
tion here when the meeting is calici to 
transact business and that there will be 
another delay. This seems to be about the 
most serious thing that some of the officials 
of the association expect. There is no con- 
cealing the fact that many of the clerks in 
the employ of the association are excecd- 
ingly anxious as what the future will bring 
forth. 

The Norfolk and Western. 

The placing of the Norfolk and Western 
road in the hands of a receiver was a sur- 
prise in railroad circles here. This rcad 
was considered one of the very strongest 
in the country. Its coal business on the 
freight line was unusually heavy, and its 
earnings from this department alone were 
very large. 

Its failure is considered here to have been 
caused by the building of several branch 
lines. About three years ago it began the 
building of a considerable number of miles 
of branch Hnes. The money invested in this 
effort to increase mileage was consider- 
able, and is thought to have resulted in the 
serious crippling of the road.
